He

He should be taught how complicated 
it is and what great care Is necessary 
to keep it in order, and that every 
time it is out of order it falls below 
its normal standard of accomplish­ 
ment. 
The care of the body means the 
care of its outward parts, like the 
limbs, and of its internal organs, par­ 
ticularly those of digestion. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
body is the most valuable property 
mankind possesses, there is nothing 
toward which the majority of men dis­ 
play more indifference. 
There seems 
to be a general idea that the body is 
indestructible. 
That is why we see so 
many poor, miserable specimens of 
mankind within our midst. 
If they 
realized what objects of pity they 
really are, every effort would be made 
to “spruce up” and present tho best 
possible appearance to their fellow 
creatures. 
I have heard people say of others: 
“They are too proud to care for ap­ 
pearances.” 
Yet these same people 
would he apt to share our common 
feeling of being proud of the appear­ 
ance of their homes, of our mechan­ 
ical machinery, or of our animals, par­ 
ticularly our horses. 
Many a man allows his children to 
grow up without proper cares or at­ 
tention for their bodies, the temple of 
all they have, while his driving horse 
is kept in a state of perfection .so 
that it may not only be admired, but 
also perform its duties to the highest 
degree. 
A pet driving-horse has its body 
kept clean, its bed and living condi­ 
tions most carefully looked after, and 
its food prepared with the greatest 
care. 
If one day it does not get as 
much physical exercise as on another, 
the food is reduced so that its physical 
condition may be maintained. 
If It 
gets over warm while traveling, it is 
at once covered with a blanket to pre­ 
vent taking cold. 
Let us give thought to what we are 
doing and see that our. bodies and 
those of our children are at least as 
well taken care of as those of our 
animals, and that we value them as 
highly as our other possessions. Let 
us at once learn to be proud of our 
bodies and realize the fact that they 
sire complicated and require the great­ 
est care to keep them in order. 
Just now our nation demands that 
each individual be of the greatest 
value that we may win this war upon 
which our liberty depends.

The government wants to know 
who and what and where the women 
of America are. This is a m atter on 
which there is absolutely no definite 
information, and such a register is 
one of the vital things necessary to 
help win the war. It is an admitted 
fact that neither France nor England 
could continue the war without the 
help of the women—nor could Ger­ 
many fight another minute without 
them. 
Registration is voluntary on the 
part of the women and does not mean 
that they are rendering themselves 
liable for arbitrary service.

When a woman reg­ 
isters it means that she’s backing her 
government to the finish of this war— 
that she can be counted on to help 
Again, such a register will furnish 
a list of women to whom the govern­ 
ment can turn for instant action in 
emergency. 
There are thousands of 
women in Indiana, for example, who 
are in a position to take paid posi­ 
tions in order to release men for the 
fighting line. 
There are many who 
will loyally give a hand in helping to 
complete war contracts if needed.
